Chief Justice Hughes Declares 
American Form of Government 


Lets People Have What They Want 


In Address to Congress, He Points Out Checks 
and Balances Assure ‘In Long Run’ 
More Deliberate J udgment.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes, ad- 
dressing Congress which two years 
ago defeated administration pro- 
posals to remake the Supreme 
Court, said today that “what the 
people reaily want they generally 
get.” | 

“If our checks and balances some- 
times prevent the speedy action 
which is thought desirable, they 
also assure in the long run a more 
deliberate juagment,” he said. 

“And what the people really 
want they generally get. With the 
ultimate power of change through 
amendment in their hands, they are 
always able to obtain whatever a 
preponderant and abiding senti- 
ment demands.” 

The Chief Justice declared that 
legislation passed in 1789 establish- 
ing the judicial system “made pos- 
sible the effective functioning of 
the Department of Government

“If we owe to the wisdom and re- 
straint of the fathers a system of 
Government which has thus _ far 
stood the test, we all recognize that 
it is only by wisdom and restraint 
in our own day that we can make 
that system last. ss 

“If today we find ground for con- 
fidence that our institutions which 
have made for liberty and strength 
will be maintained, it will not be 
due to abundance of physical _ re- 
sources or to productive capacity, 
but because these are at the com- 
mand of a people who still cherish 
the principles which underlie our 
system and because of the genera! 
appreciation cf what is essentially 
sound in our governmental struc- 
ture. 

“With respect to the influences 
which shape public opinion, we live 
in a new world. Never have these 
influences operated more directly, 
or with such variety of facile in- 
struments, or with such over- 
whelming force, 

“We have mass production in 
opinion as well as in goods. The 
grasp of tradition and of sectional 
prejudgment is loosened. Postulates 
of the past must show cause. 

“Our institutions will not be pre- 
served by veneration of what is 
old, if that is simply expressed in 
the formal] ritual of a shrine. 

“The American people are eager 
and responsive. They listen atten- 
tively to a vast multitude of ap- 
peals and, with this receptivity, it 
is only upon their sound judgment 
that we can base our hope for 4 
wise conservatism with continued 
progress and appropriate adapta- 
tion to new needs. 

“We shall do well on this anni- 
versary if the thought of the people 
is directed to the essentials of our 
democracy.

LAURENCE STEINHARDT NEW 
U. S. ENVOY TO SOVIET RUSSIA 


Present Ambassador to Peru to Go 
to Moscow; Bowers Called 
Home From Spain. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Laur- 
ence A. Steinhardt, now Ambassa- 
dor to Peru, has been named by 
President Roosevelt as Ambassador 
to the Soviet Union, it was learned 
from a reliable source here today. 

Simultaneously, it was announced 
by the State Department that 
Claude G. Bowers, Ambassador to 
Spain, had been summoned home 
for consultation and was already 
en route. 

The State Department declined 
comment on the Steinhardt appoint- 
ment pending dispatch by the Presi- 
dent of the nomination to the Sen- 
ate for confirmation. 

Steinhardt, born in New York 
City in 1892, was appointed Minis- 
ter to Sweden by the President in 
1933 and went to Lima in _ 1937, 
where he was active during the re- 
cent Pan-American Conference.

Agents of the Bureau of Internal

lily apartment group in West Rich- 


mond Heights, to determine how 
much Federal income tax should be 
paid on transactions in which the 
woman secretary of the H. B. Deal 
& Co., Inc., construction firm, 
bought the apartment site for $39,- 
350 and sold it to the corporation 


?/for $171,000. 


The Manhassett firm’s articles 
of incorporation show that $171,- 
000 of its $295,000 paid-in capital 
stock was represented by real es- 
tate. All but 10 of the 2940 shares 
of common stock, at $100 a share, 
were issued in equal share to Miss 
Mildred M. Glucksman, the Deal 
company secretary, and Miss Jo- 
anna Laughren, secretary of Pres- 
ton J. Bradshaw, Inc., architectural 
firm which designed Manhassett 
and its co-promoter along with the 
Deal company. The 1000 shares 
of Manhassett preferred stock, at 
$1 a share, also were divided  be- 
tween the secretaries. 

Government Insured Loan. 

The apartments, at Eager and 
McCutcheon roads, were built last 
year after the promoters obtained 
a $1,600,000 Government-insured 
loan, 

As told exclusively 
Post-Dispatch yesterday, 
Glucksman also was the principal 
figure in transactions Whereby the 
site of the proposed Lucas-Hunt 
Village, 600-family apartment group 
in Normandy, similar to Manhassett, 
was bought by her Jan. 18 for $73,- 
000 and sold to the corporation the 
next day for more than $300,000. 

The Deal and Bradshaw firms are 
promoting the Lucas-Hunt project 
and have received a commitment 
from the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration for insurance on a $2,700,- 
000 loan from the Northwestern Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Co. 

Each Write-Up Exceeds 300 Pct. 

The write-up of land value in 
both the Lucas-Hunt and Manhas- 
sett project, by virtue of the 
Glucksman transfers, amounted to 
more than 300 per cent over pur- 
chase prices. Value of the 49.8 
acre Lucas-Hunt site, as written up 
by the promoters, is about $6000 an 
acre, compared with an assessed 
valuation for tax purposes of $450! 
In the Manhassett case, the land 
value listed by the promoters was 
nearly $8000 an acre, compared 
with assessed valuations ranging 
from $360 to $450 an acre. 

Lucas-Hunt Village, Inc., was in- 
corporated at Jefferson City Jan. 
18, the day before the company took 
the land over from Miss Glucks- 
man. Articles of incorporation 
show capita: stock of $109,100, all 
paid for in cash. As in the case of 
Manhassett, all but four of 5450 
shares of no-par-value common 
stock are divided equally between 
Miss Glucksman and Miss Laugh- 
ren, as are the 100 shares of pre- 
ferred, at $1 a share. 


GANDHI TELLS FOLLOWERS 
NOT TO FAST WITH HIM 


Enters Second Day of Demonstra- 
tion, Intended to Win Rajkot 
Reforms.

RAJKOT, India, March 4. — The 
Health .Minister of the Bombay 
Presidency flew here today to 
watch the health of Mohandas K. 
Gandhi as the frail leader of mil- 
lions of Indians entered the secord 
day of his protest hunger strike for 
Rajkot reforms. 

Gandhi slept peacefully through 
the night on a cot placed in the 
bright moonlight outside his hut. 

The Bombay Stock Exchange and 
cotton market closed today in pro- 
test against Gandhi's strike. Prices 
on other Indian stock . exchanges 
declined. 

Already in precarious health, 
Gandhi hoped by his fifth hunger 
strike to persuad. the-native ruler 
of Rajkot State to introduce re- 
forms, including a voice in the Gov- 
ernment by the People. 

Before he started his fast Gandhi 
advised his fcllowers, who sang 
hymns with him, against imitating 
him. 

“At a very early age I began 
fasting for self-purification,” he 
said. “And in addition I have had 
the experience of priceless peace 
and unending joy. The weapon of 
fasting can easily savor of violence 
unless used by one skilled in the

Dr. Moyer S. Fleisher and spokes- 
men in his behalf were interviewed 


today in continuance of the inves- 
tigation by a special committee of 
the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors of his dismissal 
last January as head of the depart- 
ment of bacteriology at St. Louis 
University. University authorities 
have said the dismissal was  be- 
cause of his association with spon- 
sors of a lecture in 1937 by an un- 
frocked priest, Michael O’Flanagan, 
who spoke in behalf of the Spanish 
Loyalist cause. 

The chairman of the committee, 
Prof. Ernest W. Puttkammer of 
the University of Chicago, made it 
clear that the chief force of the 
professors’. association was public 
opinion and that it could not com- 
pel reinstatement of a professor 
held to have been dismissed un- 
fairly. 

However, the association may, he 
said, strike from its list of ap- 
proved educational institutions any 
university found to have made an 
unfair dismissal. Effect of such 
an action, he continued, is loss of 
prestige by the institution struck. 
Often, he said, this results in rejec- 
tion by some professors of offers 
from the institution and sometimes 
withdrawal of financial support by 
foundations. 

A decision in the present inves- 
tigation, which Prof. Puttkammer 
said was the first of its kind in St. 
Louis so far as he knew, is not ex- 
pected for several weeks. It will 
be made by the Executive Commit- 
tee of the professors’ assocfation 
and will be based on the report of 
facts as submitted by the special 
committee after those interested 
have had opportunity to make cor- 
rection or additions. 

Dr. Fleisher, who resides at 4402 
McPherson avenue, recently has 
been engaged in laboratory re- 
search at Jewish Hospital. 

Yesterday the investigating com- 
mittee interviewed the Rev. Harry 
B. Crimmins, 8. J., president of St. 
Louis University; the Rev. Al- 
phonse M. Schwitalla, 8. J., dean 
of the medical school, and other 
members of the faculty.

SAERMAN QUITS GUILD 
AFTER A. F. L. CHARGE 


Past President of Newspaper 
Union, Called ‘‘Unfair,’”’ Sub- 
mits Resignation. 


Thomas B. Sherman, past presi- 
dent of the CIO St. Louis Newspa- 
per Guild, announced today his res- 
ignation as a member of the guild. 
This action followed distribution by 
the A. F. of L. Building Trades 
Council, at a dinner dance of the 
Post-Dispatch unit of the guild at 
Hotel De Soto last night, of hand- 
bills stating that Sherman was 
building a home in Clayton with 
non-union labor. ? 

Sherman said he resigned be- 
cause he did not wish the guild to 
be embarrassed by his position con- 
cerning the house. He said his ac- 
tion did not mean disapproval of 
the guild or its policies. 

John J. Church, secretary of the 
Building Trades Council, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he had pro- 
tested to Sherman about the em- 
ployment of the nonunion Roger 
W. Evans Contracting Co. when he 
learned about three weeks ago that 
Sherman was building a home at 
De Mun avenue and Wydown boule- 
vard. Sherman replied, Church 
said, that the A. F. of L. had been 
unfriendly to the Newspaper Guild 
in Chicago and Wilkes-Barre, Pa., 
and suggested that Church take up 
the complaint with the contractor. 
The handbill characterized Sher- 
man as “unfair” to the Building 
Trades Council and said that “the 
failure of members of organized 
labor to observe the Golden Rule by 
patronizing union labor, even as 
they would have others recognize 
them, strikes at the very founda- 
tion of the American labor move- 
ment.”

Sherman described the building 
of his home as “a complicated per- 
sonal problem, which does not in- 
volve the St. Louis Guild.”

Blanche Grayson, Ex- 
Worker for Forest City 
Co., Testifies Caller Said 
to ‘‘Keep Mouth Shut.” 


Testimony that a witness under 
subpena to testify at the National 
Labor Relations Board hearing on 
the Forest City Manufacturing Co. 
had received six anonymous tele- 
phone calls warning her against 
testifying was introduced at the 
hearing yesterday. 

The witness, Miss Blanche Gray- 
son, a former employe of the com- 
pany, said some of the calls were 
made by @ man and the others by 
a woman. On one occasion, she 
testified, the coller ordered her “to 
keep my mouth shut and not tes- 
tify.” Another time, she added, the 
caller asked her td tell her sister. 
Verna, “to Keep her mouth shut or 
it would be shut for her.” 

Verna Grayson was one of the 
first witnesses to testify in support 
of the unfair labor practice charges 
filed against the company by the 
International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union. She is an  or- 
ganizer and office employe of the 
union. 


Asked Police for Protection. 

Blanche Grayson said she became 
frightened Monday by taxicabs 
passing her home and went to po- 
lice headquarters to ask for protec- 
tion. When there, she said, she met 
Simon Spitzer, vice-president and 
treasurer of the company. She said 
Spitzer asked her if she still was 
his friend and whether she was 
“going to get up there and tell a 
lot of lies, like the rest of them.” 

Counsel for the company 6 at- 
tempted to impeach her testimony, 
made earlier in the day, in a series 
of questions relating to disorders 
in a strike in 1935. Miss Grayson 
had attributed several anti-union 
remarks to Spitzer, and counsel 
asked her if the conversations in 
1935 had not been brought about by 
her complaints to Spitzer against 
the union. After objections to most 
of the questions had been sustained, 
the company attorney declined to 
follow the trial examiner’s sugges- 
tion of questions based on the truth 
of her testimony. 

It was brought out in the cross- 
examination that Miss Grayson got 
an extra week’s pay last Novem- 
ber, when she resigned from. the 
company. Hyman G,. Stein, com- 
pany attorney, immediately asked 
if she personally had filed a com- 
plaint against her former employer. 

Examiner Horace A. Ruckel sus- 
tained an objection, remarking that 
the object of the questions obvious- 
ly was to show that the witness 
was “ungrateful” to the company. 

Inquiry .to Be Sought. 


Meyer Perlstein, regional director 
for the garment workers’ union, 
told reporters that he would send’ 
telegrams to United States Attor- 
ney-General Murphy and to inter- 
national officers of the union urg- 
ing an investigation of the “conduct 
of various persons in the hearing.” 
He said he would seek to have the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
look into charges of witness tam- 
pering and of attacks and threat- 
ened attacks on witnesses. 

Miss Dorothea de Schweinitz, re- 
gional director of the NLRB, an- 
nounced also that she had been in 


communication with board officials 
at Washington in regard to “sus- 
picious circumstances” in the For- 
est City case. She declined to say 
what the unusual circumstances 
were, but declared she was con-| 
sidering asking the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation to check certain 
phases. 

The hearing will be resumed Mon- 
day morning, with Miss Grayson on 
the stand for further cross-examina- 
tion.

It recalls the device of old 
Daniel Drew who, before delivering his cattle to 
market, made them drink deep and long at the water- 
ing trough to increase their weight. 

Is the ookkeeping profit on the two deals all the 
water in the Manhassett and Lucas-Hunt projects? 

Manhassett, whose entire cost is advertised at 
$2,000,000, was financed by a $1,600,000 loan, ad- 
vanced by the New York Life Insurance Co. and 
guaranteed by the Federal Housing Administration. 

Lucas-Hunt is advertised as a $3,250,000 project, 
financed by a $2,700,000 loan, advanced by the North- 
western Mutual Life Insurance Co., and also guar- 
anteed by the FHA. In applying for a building per- 
mit, however, the promoters estimated the construc- 
tion cost at $2,187,807. That is considerably less 
than the 80 per cent mortgage. 

There is something rotten about these two develop- 
ments and, since Uncle Sam will ultimately hold the 
bag if they fail, it becomes a matter of intense 
public interest to know the whole truth about them. 

The FHA, whose chief is Stewart McDonald, a 
former St. Louisan, refuses to open its books on the 
projects and let the public read them. Why the 
secrecy? Is it not a matter of public record? 

Worse, Miles Colean, one of Mr. McDonald’s sub- 
ordinates, makes the astonishing and ridiculous 
statement that the FHA is not interested in whether 
land value of a project is written up even four 
or five times its appraisal value, but only in the 
question of whether the rental return will be suffi- 
cient to pay off the loan. 

Mr. Colean would buy Daniel Drew’s cattle by the 
pound, meat and water alike. 

The FHA’s strange attitude gives rise to the sus- 
picion that Manhassett and Lucas-Hunt villages are 
not peculiar to St. Louis, but that the FHA is guar- 
anteeing other projects like them throughout the 
country. 

If this is so—if the people’s money is being haz- 
arded so dubiously—it becomes a matter for sweep- 
ing congressional investigation. 

Meanwhile, agents of the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue are investigating Manhassett Village Corpora- 
tion to find out who is going to pay income taxes 
on Miss Glugkman’s $358,650 profit. 
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And now they’re moving to close Kansas City’s 
night clubs. Next thing you know they’ll have Tom 
Pendergast ringing the curfew! 

ONLY HALF A REFORM. 

The Missouri House has ordered perfection of 
an admirable bill: the measure requiring applicants 
for marriage licenses to give three days’ advance no- 
tice. It would seem inconceivable that anyone could 
oppose a bill of such value, in its deterrent to “gin- 
mill” marriages and hasty elopements. Yet Repre- 
sentative Dixon of Mercer County, with candor un- 
ashamed, states his reason for voting against the 
bill—“It would hurt the business of marrying Jus- 
tices, of which I’m one.” Another opponent was 
Representative Brown of Harrison County, who 
frankly said it would hurt “the biggest business 
of my county seat,” marrying couples from Iowa. 

In happy contrast is the stand taken by Repre- 
sentative Cleeton of Sullivan County, who also prof- 
its by marrying Iowa pairs, but says, “I’m for this 
bill ... and I don’t care if I do lose that business.” 

While the House approved this bill, one of its com- 
mittees, strangely enough, has killed a companion 
measure, the marriage-health bill. The way thus is 
opened for only half a reform, and the lesser half, 
by approval of the three-day notice bill. From the 
circumstances, it must be concluded that a vote by 
the entire House would bring approval of the vital 
bill rejected by the committee. 

The need for such a measure is emphasized by 
the daily lists of marriage licenses issued in St. 
Louis and Clayton. One or both members of around 
50 per cent of these couples are Illinois residents. 
They are taking advantage of ‘Missouri's laxity to 
evade a law passed for their own benefit in their 
home State. No wonder most of the marrying Jus- 
tices, who enrich themselves through this state of 
affairs, oppose any attempt to improve Missouri’s 
marriage code. 
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If she wants to leave, they say, the D. A. R. will 
let Mrs. Roosevelt go. Wouldn’t you like to see them 
try to stop her? 
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SECRET BALLOT—UNSTUFFABLE BOX. 

Representative J. R. Garrison has entered the fight 
in the Missouri Legislature for a ballot that would 
be secret enough to keep the political bosses from 
learning who voted how and yet would have a guard- 
ed identity—one that could be used to expose any 
attempt at ballot-box stuffing. The bill he has in-

SMOOTH RIDE OF THE SMALL LOANS BILL. 

The small loans bill continues on its smooth and 
rapid course through the Legislature. It went 
through the House like a streak. It was passed, so 
to speak, even before it was introduced because 78 
Representatives, more than a majority, committed 
themselves to it before it got into the House. How 
remarkable, when numerous simple reform measures, 
about which there is no controversy, fail session 
after session to command a majority! 

The Senate Committee on Banks and Banking has 
now reported the bill to the Senate. Its report is 
favorable. And all that remains to place this legis- 
lation on Gov. Stark’s desk is approval of the Senate 
as a whole. Meanwhile, numerous bills urgently de 
sired in the general public interest lie languishing 
in dark committee pigeonholes or are already in 
the wastepaper basket. 

In fairness to the small loans bill, it is not so bad 
as it was when introduced. As introduced, it had 
some very bad bugs in it which withered in the light 
of publicity. These were removed. The bill as it 
stands declares the buying of salaries to be a small 
loan, subject to regulation under the State Small 
Loan Act, and increases the legal rate of interest 
on loans of less than $100 from 2% to 3 per cent 
per month. 

If the bill is to be debated on the Senate floor, 
inquiry should be directed to the earnings of the 
small loan companies and to whether or not the in- 
crease is needed. As against the companies’ conten- 
tion that they cannot afford to make loans under 
$100 at 2% per cent, someone should inquire how it 
happens that a large percentage of their present 
loans—at 2% per cent—are for less than $100. 

The small loan companies have lobbied in Missouri 
for many years. As past history abundantly shows, 
they bear watching.

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GREEN LIGHT TO THE DICTATORS. 

In the debate on the army expansion bill, Senator 
Logan of Kentucky said that passage of the Neu- 
trality Act “gave the green light to the dictator 
nations of the world to move on the democracies.” 
He added that because the Neutrality Act had’ given 
“much encouragement” to Germany, Italy and Japan, 
the United States must be prepared to defend itself 
against any possible attackg And the first thing the 
United States should do is to rid itself of the self- 
imposed strait jacket of the Neutrality Act. 
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Mussolini has called 300,000 Italian youths to the 
colors and has scowlingly told the bambinos to stop 
playing tag and step along lively. 
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THEY WERE FOR IT, TO A MAN, 

Back in the days when R. Emmet O’Malley was 
State Superintendent of Insurance, he would every 
now and then find himself at a luncheon of insur- 
ance men in St. Louis. Did the corks pop? Did the 
wine bubble? Did the quips fly hither and yon? 
Did the badinage sparkle? Never mind. Al! that 
is water over a thousand dams. But it came to 
pass, in the flow of the years, as the impounded 
fire insurance premiums piled higher and higher, 
that something had to be done. There was some- 
thing like $12,000,000 in the jam. The insurance 
companies had been licked in every battle, on every 
front, through the long legal war. What ho! 

.A plan of distribution, of mal-distribution, if you 
will, was evolved. Whose was the Jovian brow 
whence sprang this specimen of club-footed division? 
Well, O’Malley gave it his name, and there it stood 
through a considerable interim, with one foot in the 
Chicago conference room of Street and Folonie, the 
other foot on Tom Pendergast’s shouldér, answering 
blandly to the call of the “O’Malley Compromise.” 

Don’t forget, now, we're talking of $12,000,000. 
Don’t forget it was the policyholders’ money, and the 
courts had said so. Don’t forget that the insurance 
companies did not have one red penny’s equity in 
this fund. Thus affairs stood when O’Malley ap- 
peared with his compromise which gave 80 cents of 
every dollar of the money to the insurance com- 
panies, lawyers, etc., and the entire remaining 20 per 
cent to the policyholders. 

Yes, sir; the policyholders won 100 per cent and 
were allotted 20 per cent. Yes, sir; the insurance 
companies and their hangers-on lost 100 per cent 
and were awarded 80 per cent. And O’Malley says 
the insuramce men of St. Louis were in favor of 
the compromise to a man and O’Malley, you can 
gamble, is speaking the truth. 

We are worried about Senator Lundeen of Minne- 
sota. The man will “bust” if he doesn’t tell that 
secret. 
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AGAIN, THE COMMEMORATIVE COIN RACKET. 

While the Department of Justice is busy fighting 
monopoly, Congress continues to tolerate a flagrant 
if petty form of this evil: the commemorative coin 
racket. As this works out, authorization of a special 
half-dollar does not mean celebration of a historical 
event so much as enrichment of a favored coin 
dealer. Local commissions sell the coins to a dealer, 
who thus has a corner on the market, can limit the 
number issued and bring about coinage of numerous 
varieties. Collectors are forced to pay fancy prices, 
as much as $100 each for one recent 50-cent piece. 

Fighting this racket has long been a favorite cru- 
sade of Representative John J. Cochran. Now he 
is in the arena again, with a committee report show- 
ing up the scheme and a bill to put it out of business. 
Numismatists have been complaining about the ex- 
tortionate practice for a long time, and the public 
also has reason to object to a practice of Congress 
that fills pockets with unearned increment. It is 
high time the legislators passed Mr. Cochran's bill.

GUARANTEED BY UNCLE SAM. 
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A Broader Base for the Income Tax 


Citizen in middle-income bracket objects to not being required to pay income tax; 
insists rates should be revised to reach millions of persons of moderate means for 
whom a politically minded Congress has decreed exemptions; in return, levies 
discouraging business should be repealed and the social security hoax abandoned. 
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AM a little confused by my reading on 

the subject of taxes. I have gradually 

gained the impression that everybody in 
this country is taxed to death. The writers 
who have given me this impression quote 
the most terrifying figures. Billions flow 
from their pens with awesome ease. 

Well, I have just finished preparing my 
own Federal income-tax return and have 
found that, for the privilege of living in this 
country, under the protection of its army 
and navy, its courts and J. Edgar Hoover 
and his G-men, I pay precisely nothing. 
And, mind you, I am not such a very little 
fellow. I know a lot of fellows littler. 

Had I not been able to claim a loss of 
$387.81 on my pitiful little stock-exchange 
stupidifies of the year, I should, on the face 
of it, have been subject to a tax of $7.76. 
However, the main facts are that my net 
income was $3440.66 and that on this income, 
being a married man with two children to 
support, I was not subject to any Federal 
income tax whatever. 

And my solemn conviction is that this is 
all wrong. I believe that our country is no 
longer in such shape that it can afford to 
exact nothing from a citizen in receipt of 
a net income of more than $3000 a year. 

But, of course, my complete exemption is 
only against Federal direct taxation. I real- 
ize that there are such things as state, local 
and indirect taxes and that from these I am 
not so beautifully free. 


Indirect taxes are an injustice to the very 
poor. There can be no question of that. But, 
before the man whose salary is above $2000 
}@ year can validly object to them, he must 
convince himself that he is paying an unfair 
price for his automobile, his clothes and’ his 
cigarettes. He must convince himself that 
he is paying more for these and other prod- 
ucts than he would pay in other countries 
where comparable returns for his labor and 
services would be received. And this he 
cannot do. 

Johnny Q. Public might start his private 
investigation of indirect taxation and its 
effects on him personally by studying the 
tax on gasoline. With 1-cent-a-gallon Feder- 
al, and everywhere from 3 to 7 cents a gal- 
lon state taxes, the average motorist prob- 
ably pays $20 to $35 a year in taxes on the 
gasoline used for “non-business” driving 
only. But, before he gets excited about this, 
let him compare his highways, built largely 
with the gasoline tax, with the highways in 
these or any other countries. 

I rest my case against myself.

to raise my taxes. 

I am not such an ass as to want to pay 
higher taxes. It is only because of my deep 
conviction of the country’s essential need 
for a balanced budget, sooner or later, that 
I am willing to raise my ante. And even 
this conviction will not readily operate to 
open my pocketbook unless other steps are 
taken. 

I have in mind, first, the social security 
taxes. I do not believe in the theory of a 
blanket security for all and while, for the 
reasons above stated, } am perfectly willing 
to pay $30 a year as my share of govern- 
mental and relief expenses (never expecting 
to get the money back), I want these pay- 
ments to be collected also—and in increased 
amounts proportionate to income—from my 
doctor and my dentist and the hordes of 
public servants and other well-paid people 


who are now exempt. 
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Then I want the hundreds of thousands 
of state and other governmental officials 
or employes, including Judges and school 
teachers, to join me in paying Federal in- 
come taxes. What is the social or economic 
justification for their exemption? 

I want a larger share of the total of taxes 
collected to go to the Federal Government. 
The states are not paying for the war; 
neither are they paying for the burden of 
the unemployed. But a large share of the 
total tax fund goes to them, and much of it 
is wasted on fancy schools and highways 
and badly administered social security 
schemes. 

And, last, while I am willing to pay higher 
taxes in order that the confidence-destroy- 
ing New Deal taxes against business enter- 
prise (by which I live and the continuance 
of which is my real hope for social security) 
—levies such as exeessive corporation- 
income taxes, the surplus-profits and cap- 
ital-gains taxes—-may be removed, I also 
want removed the immunity of a certain 
man I know who has $3,000,000 of inherited 
wealth tied up, every snug cent of it, in tax- 
exempt securities. 

I want this immunity revoked. I do not 
care if it involves breaking a contract. This 
country broke a contract when it nullified 
the “gold clause,” and that breach of faith 
was, morally and practically, less justifiable 
than the revocation of a provision which 
permits an American to live idly on the fat 
of the land—on an income of $75,000 a year 
—without paying a cent in taxes. 

I insist that the playboys, our second- and 
third-generation plutocrats, living tax- 
exempt lives on money they never earned, 
get in the game and play ball with us. When 
all these things are done, the Government 
will find this little fellow willing to pay 
until it hurts. But—I must not be hurt too 
badly.

No one can read this book with- 
out loving Germany better.

The new Pontiff, desiring to en- 
able the largest number possible to 
witness his coronation, March 12, 
ordered that it should take place on 
the outside balcony of St. Peter’s, 
from which he blessed the crowds 
after his election two days ago. 
Pontifieal mass will be celebrat- 
ed first in St,. Peter’s, according 
to tradition. Then the Pope will 
be borne to the balcony on his port- 
able throne to be invested with the 
papal tiara. 

Still in Old Apartment. 

The Pope still was oecupying the 
apartment he used as papal secre- 
tary of state. He planned to move 
to the papal apartment next Tues- 
day. 

Pius XII, whose modern tenden- 
ies rival even those of his predeces- 
sor, shaves himself with an electric 
razor, his barber, Luigi Evangel- 
isti, said today. 

“I did not believe it at first,” said 
Evangelisti, “but his Eminence 
showed me and said ‘See, my son, it 
can be done’.” 

The barber said the Pontiff as 
isecretary of state always was con- 
siderate and expected to get service 
at the Vatican apartment only when 
there were no other customers in 
the shop. 

“It was always like that. He was 
always worried about my work and 
my time.” 

Encyclical Awaited. 

The new Pontiff’s first encyclical 
letter to Bishops throughout the 
world was awaited eagerly. Some 
eircles mentioned Easter as perhaps 
the earliest date for the encyclical. 

Doubt was expressed in Vatican 
eircles over the likelihcod of the 
United States re-establishing diplo- 
matic relations with the Vatican. 

Prelates said relations were con- 
sidered satisfactory since problems 
were lacking and direct contact 
could always be made, if necessary, 
between the two governments. 
The United States and the Vat- 
ican were linked diplomatically 
from 1848 to 1867. The shutting 
down of the United States legation 
was due to a decision of Congress, 
excited by the closing of the Scot- 
tish Presbyterian Church outside 
the walls of Rome.

Pius XII assumed today the regu- 
lar routine of administering the af- 
fairs of the Roman Catholic 
Church.

The change of administrations 
involved fewer readjustments than 
usual, because Pivs XII, as Secre- 
tary of State, had been his prede- 
‘cessor’s closest collaborator and be- 
cause, during the :nterval after the 
death of Pius XI, he aeted as cam- 
erlengo, or principal administrator 
of church affairs. 

The Pontiff celebrated mass in 
Sistine Chapel. ‘The 61 Cardinals 
attended. 

He reappointed the aged Mer. 
Mella di Sant-Elia as Papal Cham- 
berlain. 

To Name Secretary of State. 
Vatican circles expected soon the 
announcement of his choice for 
Secretary of State. It was believed 
widely that he would name Luigi 
Cardinal Maglione, former nunci® 
to Paris. They were classmates at 
Capranica College in Rome. Cardi- 
nal Maglione is 62 years old. 

Federico Cardinal Tedeschini, for- 
mer nuncio to Madrid, was most 
prominently named as the second 
choice. Pietro Cardinal Fumasoni 
Biondi, mentioned earlier as a 
strong possibility, was ruled out in 
the speculation because of his al- 
ready high position as Prefect of 
the Congregation for the Propaga- 
tion of the Faith in charge of Cath- 
olic missionary activities.

But Bushnell figures the extra lure 
of the Cunningham-Lash duel will 
rope in a few thousand added cus- 
tomers, who will keep coming back 
for the excitement supplied by close 
competition and that old college 
try.

Though only four mén are run- 
ning in the two-mile and some 300 
are competing in the college cham- 
pionships, it’s safer to make a pre- 
diction about the latter.

Some Common 
Injuries to the 
Knee Explained 


Some Cases Regarded as 
Complicated Puzzles, 
Doctor Says.

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


NEE injuries which show noth- 
K ing under the X-ray frequently 

occur and are regarded by the 
physician as a complicated puzzle. 
A vague diagnosis of water on the 
knee is made. This diagnosis satis- 
fies the patient better than it does 
the physician. Perhaps that is why 
it is made so often. 

A pair of crutches and an elastic 
knee cap are prescribed treatment, 
and recovery is left in the hands of 
time. The acute symptoms subside, 
and persistent disability, which the 
subject accepts as a “trick knee,” 
is too often the result. 

The knee is a very complicated 
joint and an injury may produce 
any one or a combination of a num- 
ber of injuries. The ligaments of 
the knee on the side, inside and out- 
side may be strained. There are 
two ligaments inside the knee joint 
which cross each other and these 
may be strained or ruptured by in- 
jury. 

Commonest of all is perhaps the 
dislocation of one of the moon- 
shaped cartilages in the knee joint. 
These cartilages are thin blades of

tions where a constant backward 
recurvation of the knee is main- 
tained. 

These inflammations of the bur- 
sae around the knee subside under 
ordinary treatment by heat, rest, 
splinting, diathermy and light treat- 
ment with infra-red lamp. 

Hemorrhage into the knee joint 
occurs very frequently in that rare 
disease, hemophilia. In fact, a 
hemophiliac is usually known more 
by the fact that he has a stiff knee 
than by bleeding in any other part 
of the body.

To a psychologist dealing with 
individuals who, in one way or 
another, are seeking a happier, 


ticing psychologist is necessarily a 
student of happiness and its causes. 
He must understand not only the 
circumstances in a person's en- 
vironment or in the person himself 
which have obstructed his happi- 
ness; he must also know what 
steps will help that person to 
achieve a happier life. Therefore 
he reads with professional] interest 
the descriptions of the more abund- 
ant life set before the American 
public during the past few years. 

One of the definitions, which 
has now become famous, is that 
“a moderately full life for a fam- 
ily under 
would cost about $2500 a year.” 
Another is that it requires a $5000 
home for each family and a col- 
lege education or its equivalent 
for every child. MIlustrating the 
definitions set forth by religious 
groups or conferences is one which 
stated that unless incomes of from 
$3000 to $10,000 were made possible 
for all families, “the present eco- 
nomic system must declare its ine 
tellectual and moral bankruptcy.” 
Other definitions include liberal 
pensions in old age, 2 maximum of 
30 hours’ work a week, compensa- 
tion for unemployment, and in gen- 
eral all the many provisions cal- 
culated to insure individuals an 
American standard of living at all 
times and under all circumstances.

HATEVER the details, these 
definitions. have one point in 
common. They all define the 
abundant life in terms of doi- 
lars and the things which money 
will buy. Such an ideal of 
the abundant life, from my 
experiences with individuals, is 
the most disastrous and destroying 
ideal which could possibly be of- 
fered. The abundant life, psychol- 
ogy proves, can never be defined 
in terms of money. It can only 
be defined in terms of habits, that 
is, character. Happiness never re- 
sides in what an individual has, but 
always in what the individual does. 
It never consists of what an indi- 
vidual receives, be it much or lit- 
tle, but always of what he gives, 
not in money but of himself, Cer- 
tainly it does not reside in an easier 
life, but in a more active life, es- 
pecially in old age. Most positive- 
ly, it does not come from a fine 
and costly education, but from the 
personality traits which the indi- 
vidual develops, or, as illustrated 
by the individuals already de- 
scribed, from the extent to which a 
person is able to convert his innate 
energies into good work habits and 
effective contacts with his fellow- 
men. 

I know of only one among the 
many comparatively new govern- 
mental agencies which is helping 
people to attain the more abundant 
life, that is the Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps camps. Here alone, 
the popular conception of an 
American standard of living and 
a life of greater ease has been 
abandoned. Here, the wages are 
ridiculously low, and even so, the 
earner is allowed to keep only a 
pittance for himself; the rest must 
go to his family. Here, most men

I have suggested a period in the 
army or the navy, with some ex- 


cellent results. 


Indeed, one of my early cases 
was that of an 18-year-old boy who 
had developed a very damaging set 
of habits, and was the despair of 
hig parents and even of himself. 
In the first five minutes of our 
interview, he told me that he had, 
during the previous six years, been 
psycho-analyzed twice, and under- 
stood his difficulties and their 
causes quite clearly. “I have 
rationalized the situation,” he re- 
marked, “but that hasn’t helped me 
to overcome it. I am worse than 
I ever was.” “What you need,” I 
prescribed, “is not understanding, 
but over-activity, a minimum of 
thinking, and a maximum of doing 
in company with others; a situa- 
tion in short where other people 
do the thinking and give the or- 
ders, and you do the work. The 
only place which approximates 
these conditions and which your 
family can afford is the army or 
the navy.” 

The next day the boy’s mother 
arrived in a flurry. “Are you not 
afraid that he will acquire bad 
habits in the army?” was her con- 
cern. I tried to explain that the 
habits he already had were such 
that the chances were more favor- 
able for his acquiring some good, 
correcting habits than for his ac 
quiring the flagrantly bad habits 
she had in mind. There the mat- 
ter ended, so far as I was 
concerned, until a few months 
later the boy walked into 
my office looking like an 
entirely different person. “My 
mother objected to my joining the 
Army,” he explained, “but she did 
let me go to Camp Dix. It did me 
so much good, and my improve- 
ment was so obvious to her, that 
she has now withdrawn her objec- 
tions to my entering the Army. 
I am certainly on the way, and I 
stopped in to tell you that I en- 
listed in the Army yesterday.” Of 
course, Camp Dix was probably 
far better than the Army for this 
boy, but it existed for only a few 
weeks in the year. 

Unfortunately, there are in this 
country practically no institutions 
based on the principle of enforced 
work and group discipline, other 
than those I have already men- 
tioned and our reform schools and 
penal institutions for criminals. 
Physicians are rapidly coming to 
appreciate the therapeutic value 
of manual work, and are putting 
people into classes for basket- 
weaving, wood-working, and met- 
al crafts. Summer camps for young 
people are gradually adding real 
work to their camp activities. Such 
steps, while desirable, are but a 
pale approach to the enforced, co- 
operative routine of the C. C. C. 


camps. 


rigid discipline of these camps, 
it is widely agreed, have not 
only experienced an abundant life, 
but are better equipped to achieve 
a more abundant life. Through 
their enforced contacts they have 
learned to respect and like people 
whom they would never voluntar- 
ily have chosen as friends. Hav- 
ing learned, often, to think more 
highly of thir fellow workers, they 
have also acquired greater confi- 
dence in themselves—the latter is 
a by-product of the former. Through 
the pressure of mass action they 
have come to appreciate a day's 
work at jobs which, left to them- 
selves, they would have spurned 
at three times the pay. Life in the 
barracks, in tents, and on army 
fare, has given them an inkling 
of the fact that the more abund- 
ant life lies, not in the American 
standard of living or in $2500 a 
year, but in themselves. Under a 
discipline which did not consult 
their whims, they have learned 
that action is more satisfying than 
introspection, physical exhaustion 
sweeter than self-indulgence. They 
emerge from those camps better 
equipped to give their energies and

In six months, 10,000,000 people 
were reported to have enrolled un- 
der the banner of the Townsend 
plan for immediate old age pen- 
sions of $200 a month. Whole 
pages of the newspapers have been | 
devoted to pictures and stories of 
a few people whe have won 
small fortunes in the sweep- 
stakes, in which probably millions 
of others have bought numbers. 
A dominating note in the war 
veterans organization has been the 
bonus. Cities and states have 
seriously considered organized lot- 
teries as a means of raising rev- 
enues. “Drive to legalize all gam- 
bling begun in Illinois; United 
States lottery to be considered in 
Congress; House committee to be- 
gin hearings tomorrow on Painless 
Taxation,” read the headlines. The 
legalization of gambling has al- 
ready assumed major proportions. 

“Out of Colorado's dust clouds,” 
reported the Reader’s Digest, “‘has 
appeared a new economic rainbow 
with a pot of gold at the end. The 
gold may be fool’s gold, but that 
possibility appears of small con- 
cern to the multiplying millions 
who are taking up the pursuit. In 
less than a month’s time, the ‘send 
a dime’ chain letter lunacy has 
reached proportions that classify 
it as one of the major phenomena 
of a depression era.

ERE is something akin to what 
Hearacca Moses when, upon his 

descent from Mt, Sinai, he shat- 
tered the tablets of the Ten Com- 
mandments because he found the 
Children of Israel dancing around 
the Golden Calf. Moses broke the 
tablets, but in our times, the people 
and their leaders, political and re- 
ligious, are breaking the Ten Com- 
mandments themselves, all in the 
name of a more abundant life. In- 
deed, we might well say that the 
American people had evolved a 
new dispensation with respect to 
the Ten Commandments, somewhat 
as follows: 
TEN COMMANDMENTS FOR A 

MORE ABUNDANT LIFE, 

lL. The more abundant life re- 
quires some stealing if it can be 
done within the law by the indi- 
vidual, or above the law by a 
government through which the 
voter can escape personal re- 
sponsibility for his acts. 

IL. The commandment, six days 
shalt thou labor and do all thy 
work, is hereby modified to five 
days and, preferably, a maximum 
of 30 hours a week. 

III. In compensation for the 
lessened productivity of the 
shorter day it is now permis 
sible to covet one’s neighbor’s 
possessions and to take them by 
passing the necessary laws, con- 
stitutional or otherwise. 

IV. The commandment, thou 
shalt have no other gods before 
me, is to be interpreted as 
meaning that the State is su- 
preme, and anything which the 
State does becomes right, re- 
gardliess of any religious doc- 
trines to the contrary. 

V. The commandment, honor

Partisan minds may immediately 
seize on this as an indictment of 
recent political policies, thereby 
losing sight of the fact that it is 
a description of certain basic 
trends in American life and mor- 
als.

They have been in the making 
for many years, and the Gibbons 
of the American Republic will un- 
doubtedly trace their development.

We have heard it said, repeated- 
ly, that capitalism or the capital- 
istic system has broken down. It 
is not capitalism but the character’ 
of the people under that system 
which has disintegrated. The spec- 
ulative mania culminating in the 
year 1929 was not different, in es- 
sence, from the frantic attempts 
which have been made currently 
toward a sleight-of-hand achieve- 
ment of the more abundant life. 
The desire to get something for 
nothing or without serious respon- 
sibility was the dominating motive 
then and is a dominating social and 
individual motive today. The pub- 
lic at large participated in the 
speculations of 1929, if not through 
stocks then through excessive in- 
stallment buying and other unwise 
purchases; it is speculating just 
as madly today in theories of social 
security, social justice, in horse 
races, lucky numbers, chain let- 
ters, old age pensions and other 
mechanical devices calculated to 
produce happiness without pain. 
So long as the emphasis in Amer- 
ican life and manners remains on 
an American Standard of Living, 
materially, rather than on a Stand- 
ard of Character in accord with 
the transcendent principles of re- 
ligion, this process of decay will 
continue. 

How can a psychologist, dealing 
with only a few individuals, dare 
to make such sweeping statements? 
Simply because national events and 
policies duplicate so exactly the 
incidents and values of individuals. 
The politician who talks about the 
national welfare is still the same 
man who must deal with the wel- 
fare of his immediate family. The 
voter who has ideas on national 
policies reveals in them the same 
prejudices and weaknesses which 
govern his everyday life. 

A father who was having great 
difficulty with his 17-year-old son, 
described this situation: “My son, 
I believe, has a good mind, but 
during the last few years his work 
in school has become increasingly 
poor. This term he failed in three 
of his subjects. However, what 
worries me more, even, than his 
school work, is his attitude toward 
life generally. He seems to think 
that the world and especially his 
parents, owe him a living. It hap- 
pens that we live in a well-to-do 
community. Many of the families 
are more wealthy than we, and 
while I have been quite liberal 
with my son, giving him a gener- 
ous allowance, good clothes, letting 
him drive the family car, etc., he 
is far from satisfied. Now he 
wants his own automobile, and 
keeps talking about the many boys 
in town who have their own cars. 

“When I ask him to take care 
of the furnace or the lawn, or to 
do dome other jobs, he tells me 
that the other boys don’t have to 
do this sort of thing. Although I 
sometimes get him to do a 
job, I can never depend on his 
doing it properly. He has no sense 
of responsibility or obligation, but 
he considers his family responsible 
for making possible anything he 
wants to do. In fact, his one idea 
in life is to have fun, and his idea 
of a good time, so far as I can see, 
is to do what he wants to do, when 
he wants to do it, regardless of 
anybody else. I am terribly afraid 
he is developing a character which 
will make him unfit for the world; 
just as it has already made him 
unfit for his studies.” 


HAVE seen hundreds of people at 
various ages and stages,, the his- 
tory of whose failure began just 
like this boy’s. So many things had 
been done for them by their par- 
ents, that they had failed to de- 
velop the habit of doing things for 
themselves. They had coveted 
many things but had acquired abil- 
ity in few things.

T bes been truly pointed out 
that a player may never relax for 
@ moment at match-peiat dupli- 
cate. At rubber bridge, when the 
declarer can see that his contract 
is ironciad, be cannot be greatly 
blamed for being casual about over- 
tricks at 30 or WD points each.

HE life of the family is the life 
Tor the nation. The abundant 

life for the individual as well as 
for a nation of individuals can be 
achieved only through the personal 
competence and ideals of each in- 
dividual. 

Among the Ten Commandments, 
the one specially stressed in the 
teachings of Jesus was the com- 
mandment: Thou shalt not covet. 
The word covet or covetousness, 
judging from my general readings, 
has practically disappeared from 
our present-day vocabulary. In- 
stead, we use such words and 
phrases as: the redistribution of 
wealth, taxing the haves to pay the 
have nots, processing taxes, social 
credit, etc. In such guise, these 
forms of covetousness make an in- 
sidious appeal to sentimental ideal- 
ists afraid to face the realities of 
human nature and the stern con- 
ditions under which character and 
wealth are created. 


Covetousness is the death of 
character and of crea ness. The 
boy who covets the wealth of his 
friends or begs his family for mon- 
ey wastes the energy and time in 
which he might be learning to 
create his own wealth at any age. 
By curtailing the habits which 
create, covetousness kills the 
power to enjoy wealth obtained 
from others. It is the creation of 
wealth in any form, a friend, a 
newspaper route, a sonata, an ap- 
ple stand, a painting, a machine, 
a business, which lies at the root 
of happiness, not mere possession.

Seven declar- 
ers promptly put up dummy’s king, 
cashed the club ace, entered the 
South hand with a trump, and 
ruffed a club. They repeated this 
process a second time and then had 
to use the spade ace for entry to 
their own hand in order to draw 
the outstanding trumps. At the 
end they were left with another 
spade and a diamond loser, hence 
had to be content with exactly 
four-odd. 

Top score was won in the follow- 
ing manner: The spade king was 
permitted to hold the first trick 
and, when West shifted to the dia- 
mond queen, this was ducked. 
Declarer saw that if the diamond 
suit were to break 33, the duck- 
ing play would be valuable in that 
he could later discard a spade on 
dummy’s fourth diamond. There 
might, however, be an additional 
value in passing the diamond 
queen. West had shown the king 
and queen of spades by his open- 
ing lead. If he also had four dia- 
monds, an interesting situation 
might develop. 

After West held the second trick 
with the diamond queen, he shift- 
ed to a low club. Dummy’s ace won 
and declarer entered his own hand 
with a trump to the ten, to ruff a 
club. The nine of hearts was over- 
taken with the jack and deciarer’s 
last club was ruffed with the 
trump ace. Now, the spade ace was 
utilized for an entry and declarer 
cashed the king and queen of 
hearts. On the first of these, West 
safely discarded his last club, but 
on the second was in deep water. 
'He could not give up the spade 
queen without establishing declar- 
er’s jack, nor could he let go @ 
diamond without presenting dum- 
my with three diamond tricks. Not 
being sure who held the spade jack 
and feeling that it was more im- 
portant to guard the diamond suit, 
West let go the spade queen. De- 
clarer cashed the jack of spades 
and then collected the ace and king 
of diamonds for fulfillment of the 
contract and an extra trick. 

The passing of the diamond trick 
had been the crucial point in this 
play. It had resulted in a squeeze 
on West between spades and dia- 
monds.
